It contains (1) curreint information regardinig the prevalenice anid geographic
distribution of communicable diseases in the United States, insofar as data are
obtainable, and of cholera, plague, smallpox, typhuis fever, yellow fever, anld other
important communicable diseases throughout the world; (2) articles relating to
the cause, prevention, and control of disease; (3) other pertinienit information
regarding sanitation and the conservation of the public health.
The PUBLIC HEALTH REPORTS is published primnarily for distributtion, in accord-

ance with the law, to health officers, members of boards or departnienits of health,
and other persons directly or indirectly engaged in puiblic health work. Articles
of special interest are issued as reprints or as suipplements, in which forms the-
are made available for mnore economical and genieral distribution.
